*Ana. Blade, which is no hypocrite, says: 


"The Riverside Press is actively working for 'reform in poli- 


ties' and is 'anti-machine' to beat the band. At the same time it is 
"strong* for the renomination of Edward Hyatt as State Superin- 
tendent of Schools. Madame Roland's utterance in regard to lib- 
erty might well be applied to political reform as practiced by some 
people and newspapers of California ^ 'What crimes are committed 
in thy name!'"

So much for Hyatt politically. There are other reasons, how- 


ever, why he should not again be elected to preside over the State 
Department of Education. He is a faker, and did all in his power 
to foist on the public schools of California a worthless geography 
filled with inaccuracies and ridiculous maps. In his efforts to be 
partisan in behalf of the extreme southern counties he was guilty of 
perverting the facts of physical geography in other sections of the 
State.

Senator Owen and the Hookworm. 


Senator Owen seems to be as wild in his statements regarding 


the prevalence of hookworm in the South as he was in statements 
regarding the prevalence of bubonic plague in and around San 
Francisco. In the Senate he said an expert had informed him that 
90 per cent of the children of one of the Southern States are af- 
flicted with hookworm. The statement was promptly challenged 
by Money of Mississippi. Senator Owen should have named the 
expert and the State so afflicted. One thing is certain: either the 
hookworm is not the temble scourge it is represented to be or the 
statement that 90 per cent of the children of a whole State are af- 
flicted with it is a w ild exaggeration. 


However, the Oklahoma Senator is throwing these alarming 


statements into the air in an effort to get a department of health 
created. 
He i-,. trying to scare Congress into favorable action on 


his bill. It is bubonic plague in one place, hookworm in another, 
smallpox in a third, yellow fc\er in a fourth, and so on. Much of 
what he says is pure nonsense; a large part of it is untrue. The 
health of the country -u-a<- never better. Contagious diseases were 
never before under such control. Danger of epidemic from small- 
pox, cholera, diphtheria, scarlet fever and yellow fever has largely 
disappeared, owing to the vigilance of the medical profession. Bu- 
bonic plague has never prevailed to an alarming extent in this 
country. The discovery of the hookworm disease is very recent, 
nevertheless active measures are being taken to check and eradi- 
cate it. 


There is no reason to believe that the situation would be im- 


proved by creating a department of health for a lot of political bar- 
nacles. If a new department is to be created it should be repre- 
sentative of the mining industry. There-seems-no-rational argu- 
ment in favor of a departme'nt of health. 


Mr. Roosevelt let drop one significant remark-iwhen he told a 


reporter that he did not believe in "clinging- to the shreds of-great- 
ness."" This does not indicate that the ex-President-intends to set 
himself tip as the presiding judge of a moot court -of appeal for 
grievances against-the Taft administration.

An Easter Sermon 


"That I may know Him and the power oC.Hls Resurrection."—Philippians 


3:10. 
"The four Gospels are narratives of the life of Christ, and true to 


their historical character mention the FACT of Christ's resurrection from 
the dead. They do no*t comment on the fact, but simply refer to it as an 
episode In history. 
The men who wrote the Gospels 


saw Jesus in the flesh, an active,' thinking, historical 
bfing; therefore their Impressions touching the Resur- 
rection do not take an exegetlcaj form. 
The miracle Is 


not dwelt upnn as a THOUGHT. It Is simply mentioned 
as an EVENT. 


"When we reach the teachings of one who never 


saw Jesus In the flesh, we get on higher ground 
Pt. 


Paul never saw Christ In his earthly form, as an histor- 
ical character. Yet he believed In Him. He said he ssw' 
a vision of Him in the highest heavens 
Whether he 


did or not, we cannot prove. 
He- thought so. At any 


rate, from that moment until long years after when lie 
bowed his head to the sword, he was a changed man. 
That Is an effect to be considered. The Apostle referred 
his change to the FACT of a Resurrected Christ. Thus 
he dwells upon It as a THOUGHT. 
The Evangelists 


speak of the Resurrection in terms of Its earthly nature. 
The great Apostle sees it as attuned to the spiritual 
world. 
How well does Mendelssohn In his "Saul of 


Tarsus" catch the true Interpretation of the Apostle's 
secret. 
"As he journeyed with companions toward 


Damascus, and had authority and command from the 
High Priest, that he bring them bound, men and women, unto Jerusalem," 
runs the recitative. 
Then the theme abruptly, yet sweetly and so sig- 


nificantly, changes: 
"But the Lord is mindful of His own; He remem- 


bereth His children." 
That Is the thought. 
How the power of God Is 


ever remembering and striving to save wrecked human lives.

The 
PACT Is the body. The THOUGHT Is the souL 
The soul is more than 


the body. It is the glory of life. It must be converted, and saved. There- 
fore "may I Know Him and the l*o«-er of His Resurrection." 


'The essential aim of every human being is to live, and to live forever. 


Mcri are glad, therefore, that Jesus rose. 
It puts an end to a possible 


eternal nothingness. 
Annihilation Isn't a pleasant thought. 
Men are 


glad that Jesus rose. Thus the assurance that we, too, shall rise. 
But 


ir. means but little If it ends there. 
Immortality would be a worthless 


boon if it meant simply an Infinite continuance of existence. 
Indeed, It 


means much more. Facts imply more than simple Information. 
Infor- 


mation in this case as In all cases must be used to be valuable. 
In a 


knowledge should include experience. 
Our relation to Christ's 


accomplishment must be more than Intellectual. It must be spiritual. 
Thus information becomes experience and we realize the true end of 
immortality to be transformation in habits, and not transportation to other 
worlds. The gates of heaven open to men are not for the dead alone to 
know about, but for those who live to realize.

GEOLOGISTS ELECT 


OFFICERS FOR YEAR 


A. C. Lawson and George D. 


Louderbach Returned as 
President and Secretary. 


BERKELEY, March 26—That a pre- 


diction made forty-one years ago, con- 
cerning the development of a serious ob- 
stacle to navigation In the delta mouth 
of the Mississippi River, has been ful- 
filled, was made clear in a paper read to- 
day before the scientists, metallurgists 
and geologists assembled today at the 
eleventh annual meeting of the Cordil- 
leran section of the Geological Society 
cf America, by Professor Eugene \V. Hil- 
gard, oldest member of the faculty of the 
State Universltj. 
Dr. Hilgard Is recog- 


nized in Europe and Arneiica as one of 
the greatest authorities on soils and ir- 
rigation, and has made a deep study of 
soil conditions in California and other 
states of the Union. His books on the 
subject are taken as the best authority. 
He -was formerly dean of the College of 
Agriculture and Is now emeritus in the 
university, 


INTERESTING PAPER. 


The paper read before the geologists 


assembled in South Hall this morning 
was on the subject of K. new development 
at the mouth, of the Mississippi River. 
Professor Hilgard described the uprising 
of a bar of mud forming a serious ob- 
stacle to navigation outside the Eads 
Jetties, In the south pass of the delta. 
This pass has been made the mean out- 
let of the river and of navigation on ac- 
count of its being the only one of the 
Mississippi mouths showing no mud- 
lump acthlty. 
^ 


After carefully describing the new de- 


velopment and forecasting the 
further 
raise and difficulties, Professor Hilgard 
referred back in documents to the fact 
that he had made a study of conditions 
in 1S69 and had stated then that when 
the main current of the river was di- 
rected into the south pass, this mud- 
lump activity would commence with 
thirty years. 
His prediction has been. 


fulfilled exactly.

BERKELEY. March 26. — After flvo 


years of experimentation, during- which 
forty-nine different methods were tried, 
expert horticulturists and entomologtets 
of the University of California believe 
they have solved the problem of the 
deadly 
powdery 
mildew which has 


'threatened the apple orchards of the Pa- 
jaro valley. 
The valley Is the greatest 


apple producing district In the West, and 
the problem presented was of the great- 
est consequence in the industry in this 
State. 


Professor W. H. Volek, field assistant 


in entomology and 
for 
several years 


county entomologist for Monterey and 
Santa Cruz counties, was delegated to 
make a study of the disease which was 
attacking the trees, and his solution of 
the problem, after five years of careful 
work, has been published In the form 
of a special bulletin for the benefit of 
the orchardists of the State. 


Speaking of his studies, he tells of 


his conclusion that the trouble was due 
to powdery mildew, or 
"sphaerotheca 


mail." After an 
examination 
of 
the 


fungus and experimenting with 40 treat- 
ments, he recommends the use of an 
iron sulphide spray. Among the various

In 
experimenting sul- 


phuric acid, llme-«ulphur solution, cop- 
per acetate, sodium sulphide, benzoates 
or various orders, sine ovida and a host 
of others.

SPOKANE, March 
26.—Perhaps 
the 


most talked-of Indian in the West today 
is Parson Motanic, the giant Umatllla 
wrestler, who gave Frank Gotch the sur- 
prise of his life at Pendjeton, Ore., a 
fortnight ago during the .Teftries-Gotch 
exhibition 1n that city. The big redman 
hurled the champion to the mat with a 
resounding whack almost before the ref- 
eree's whistle had died.away. Then In- 
stead of pursuing his advantage he stood 
gazing at his fallen adversary with a look 
of triumph, for, according to Indian rules, 
he had won the match:

CHICAGO. March 56.—Farmers will 


lose millions of bushels of potatoes this 
•eaaon because Chicago retailers Insist 
on making a pront of ISO to 300 per cent 
•on the money they Invest In this com- 
modity. 


Such la the statement made oy local 
potato broken, who assert that the re- 
tailers hare not followed the downward 
move of -wholesale prices and that the 
consumer has not been made awar« that 
potatoes are' the cheapest food product 
now* on the market. 


"If retailers sold potatoes at 10 cents 


a peck they would make 25 to «6 2-S per 
cent profit," said a well-known .broker 
yesterday. Retailers pay 30 to 40 cents a 
bushel for potatoes. They buy by weight 
and get sixty pounds for>o. bushel. They 
charge the consumer 15 to 25 cents a 
peck, sell by the -measure, and give only 
twelve pounds for a peck. This allows 
them five peeks to » bushel, or 75 cents 
to $1.26, a net pront of 160 to 200 per 
cent.

Fruit Growers Say 100 Per 


Cent Is Profit From the

LOS ANGELES, March 26 — Either 


the railroads must cut their refrigeration 
charges In two, or allow citrus 
fruit 


shippers to pre-cool and pre-ice 
their 


fruits with little or no additional charge 
—this is the conclusion brought out by 
questions put by Interstate 
Commerce 


Commissioners Lane and Prouty at the 
hearing of the citrus rate cases.

charged $62.50 for refrigeration of a car 
to Chicago and $75 to New York. Grow- 
ers testified that they could provide the 
same service for themselves at less than 
$33. 


This would mean that the railroads 
derive a. profit of 100 per cent on the re- 
frigeration of fruit cars. As the

Fe alone hauled more than 10,000 cars 


i last year, the Item of refrigeration net- 
' ted it $300,000, according to the ilguies 
of the shippers.
